Street drug 
with bad review 
still around

Phencyclidine, a hard to pronounce 
word but more commonly known in the 
illicit drug culture as “Angel’s Dust,” 
has had unfavorable reviews for years by 
drug users, yet this illegal street drug 
continues to be available. 
Street reports of shipments to Lompoc 
in the past several weeks have been 
made by three different sources. 
However, the Lompoc Police Depart­ 
ment believes that in relationship to 
other street drugs, “there is not that 
much around.” 
“It isn’t something we hear about 
regularly,” says Detective Sergeant Jim 
Westgate. “But we do hear about it.” 
According to one source, of PCP, as it 
is also known, the biggest dealers appear 
to be high school students. He reported it 
is selling for $3 and $4 a “pin joint” and 
$30 a match box. 
PCP or “ A n gel’s D u st’’ is a 
tranquilizer used by veterinarians on 
large animals. The drug has had bad 
reviews because “no probable amount 
has a predictable outcome.” 
A pamphlet prepared on the drug 
states that it will cause any reaction 
from sedation and general numbness to 
schizophrenia; from a coma or death, 
depending on the makeup of the in­ 
dividual and the amount consumed. 
“The cardiovascular system shows an 
initial rise in blood pressure and heart 
rate with a decrease at high doses. Other 
signs are muscular incoordination, dou­ 
ble vision, dizziness and in some cases 
severe nausea and vomiting. Unlike the 
medically used anesthetics, there is a 
severe state of agitation at high doses 
and convulsive seizures have been 
noted.” the pamphlet explained 
Users may obtain PCP in a jell form 
which they cut with a liquid and spray on 
e ith e r 
m a riju a n a 
to m ake a 
“superweed” or on mint leafs that are 
rolled into "joints.” 
A trier of PCP recently told the 
Record of his experience: 
“Smoking that stuff you could walk out 
in the street and get hit by a car. The 
only high I ever had with it I was losing 
my senses, my eyesight, my hearing and 


coordination. You smoke enough and 
your whole body goes numb. It will scare 
you.” He added that PCP is so effective 
in disguising pain that he dislocated his 
shoulder while on the drug and did not 
know about it until the next morning. 
“You could hurt yourself real bad and 
never know it,” he said. 
John Newmeyer, in charge of the drug 
and detoxification project of the Haight 
Clinic in San Francisco, told the Record 
“PCP is a nasty drug.” In a rock concert 
environment, for example, LSD takers 
outnumber PCP users five or 10 to one 
"but we will see about the same number 
of freak-outs from each drug,” he said. 
A ccording to the State Crime 
Laboratory in Santa Barbara, which in­ 
dicated to the Record that there has been 
a slight increase in the number of PCP 
cases countywide in the past four 
months, any amount of PCP would be 
dangerous because there has been no 
research on the long-term effects of the 
drug. 
The illegal street drug is also known as 
hog. LBJ, crystal and 20 other names. It 
is high priced and sells for as much as 
$1,000 a pure ounce in some places. 
Once source claims that the new PCP 
in Lompoc is particularly dangerous 
because it is cut with 80 per cent em­ 
balming fluid. 
“It is in the hands of teeny-boppers and 
it’s in quantity and it’s everywhere,” he 
commented. “Someone is going to get 
hurt bad.” 
Detective Westgate indicated that for­ 
maldehyde is an uncommong cutting 
agent but added that anything is possible 
on the street. Various narcotics have 
been known to be cut with animal dung, 
chalk. Milk of Magnesia, aspirin. Drano 
and rat poison. 
Another source remarked that “99 per 
cent of the drugs in this town are under 
suspicion. You never know what you are 
buying.” 
Persons who suspect they have a 
“dirty drug” can take a sample to Detec­ 
tive Westgate at the police department 
for testing and will not be prosecuted 
However. Westgate warms that he does 
not want to be used to determine the 
quality of narcotics “so they can be sold 
on the street.”

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Diplomatic effort 
continues in Lebanon

United States today made a new 
diplomatic effort to help end the 
Lebanese civil war twit leftists and 
rightists battled on with mortars, 
rockets and machine guns. 
Hospital and militia sources reported 
at least 24 persons had been killed and 30 
wounded in 24 hours. 
U.S. charge d’affaires George Lane 
met with right-wing National Liberal 
party leader Camille Chamoun in east 
Beirut today, the first time a U.S. 
diplomat has crossed from west to east 
Beirut since U.S. Ambassador Francis 
E. Meloy Jr. was murdered in June 
while making the same crossing to visit 
President Elias Sarkis. 
After the one-hour meeting with Cha­ 
moun. Lane said that it was his first look 
at the Christian-held zone and said it 
came within the framework of his “usual 
contacts.” 
Chamoun said the American govern­ 
ment is showing a serious interest in the 
situation in Lebanon without interfering 
in Lebanon’s “internal affairs 
Lane held a similar meeting in west 
Beirut with leftist leader Kamal 
Jumblatt on Tuesday. 
As Lebanon’s 55th cease-fire went 
through its 16th day, Moslem and 
Christian gunmen exchanged mortar and 
machine gun fire across Beirut’s battle 


fines today and new clashes were 
reported near the Israeli border and in 
the central mountains. 


The fighting threatened President 
Sarkis' untried peace plan, which also 
came under heavy fire from Palestinian 
and leftist leaders who rejected his ap­ 
pointment of a moderate Lebanese 
Moslem to head the Arab League’s plan­ 
ned 30.000-man peace force. 
Both leftist and rightist spokesmen 
said the situation deteriorated in a 
“grave manner” when warring factions 
traded machine gun fire across the 
capital's confrontation line, dividing 
Moslem and Christian sections, and the 
southern suburbs. 
They also said artillery and mortar 
shells fell on residential sectors. 
Syrian forces and Christian rightist 
gunmen were reported to have skir­ 
mished late Thursday near the main 
Beirut-Damascus highway in the moun­ 
tains east of the capital. 
Leftist newspapers also said Israeli- 
backed rightists shelled Palestinian and 
leftist positions near the strategic 
southern city of Marjayoun in an effort 
to disrupt leftist supply lines 
With the truce beginning to 
deteriorate. Sarkis named Col. Ahmed al 
Hajj Thursday to head the force, which 
now numbers 2.300

Mondale told reporters before leaving

function 
for him would be that of a liaison with 
Congress, drawing upon his 10 years in 
the Senate and close relationship with 
key Democratic leaders. 
The Minnesota senator said Carter as­ 
sured him they would work together in 
the critical transition period, that he’ll 
“be in on all of" the discussions concern­ 
ing key executive appointees and cabinet 
members and at the drafting of a transi­ 
tion budget. 
“My relationship with him couldn’t be 
better I really look forward to, and think 
I will have, a meaningful role.” 
The future vice president, his wife, 


Joan and their three children arrived in 
Washington late Thursday and will fly to 
the Virgin Islands Saturday for a one- 
week vacation.

A proposal is now being considered by 
the Air Force to realign the Eastern Test 
Range located at Patrick Air Force 
Base, Florida, by assigning it to Space 
and Missile Test Center at Vandenberg 
Air Force Base, it has been confirmed by 
a VAFB spokesman.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Unemploy­ 
ment rose slightly to 7.9 per cent in Oc­ 
tober, the Labor Department said today. 
That matched its 1976 high and virtually 
killed President Ford’s hope to cut the 
figure below 7 per cent before he leaves 
office. 
“The pause seems to be lasting longer 
than we anticipated.” said White House 
‘Press Secretary Ron Nessen of the 0.1 
per cent rise over September’s jobless 
rate. 
Unemployment, stubbornly clinging to 
high levels over the last four months, 
was also 7.9 per cent in August. 
But the high rate did not curb spending 
by Americans last month. The Federal 
Reserve Board reported today consum­ 
ers increased debts in September at the 
second highest rate since the economic

PLAINS, Ga (UPI) - While resting 
on one of Georgia’s coastal islands next 
week. Jimmy Carter plans to start 
reading a special document nearly 18 in­ 
ches thick — his first step in preparing 
for the presidency. 
Carter told a news conference Thurs­ 
day night the document is a “voluminous 
compilation of responsibilities that have 
been worked out for me.” 
He said it deals with the departments 
of government, the budget and the fulfill­ 
ment of campaign promises, and he 
hopes to “assimilate” its content before 
the end of next week. 


Carter leaves Saturday on a “working 
vacation” on St. Simons Island near 
Brunswick, Ga He will stay at Musgrove 
Plantation, owned by tobacco heir Smith 
Bagley, but will reimburse his host for 
estimated expenses of $1,000 to $2,000 for 
himself and his family. 


recovery began 18 months ago. 
The board said consumers, primarily 
on the strength of bank credit cards, in­ 
creased personal debts $1.48 billion, up 
slightly from $1.4 billion in August. 
A total of 7.6 million persons were un­ 
employed last month, an increase of 
about 185.000 that was caused in large 
part 
by several major industrial 
strikes. 
Some 87.8 million American workers 
held jobs, but there was continued 
evidence in October that a recent rapid 
expansion of employment had cooled. 
About 200,000 jobs have been lost over 
the past two months 
The most startling development in Oc­ 
tober was an increase of joblessness 
among adult men from 6.1 per cent to 6.3 
per cent—the highest level recorded in 


1976. The problem was particularly 
severe among young men ages 20 to 24. 
This reflected a loss of some 145,000 
factory jobs, totally wiping out a similar 
increase recorded during September. A 
small increase in construction industry 
employment made up for some of the 
loss. 
October's report indicated that un­ 
employment probably will not drop 
below 7 per cent by December as the 
administration had predicted. It also 
defined the extent of the problem facing 
President-elect Jimmy Carter as he 
seeks to fulfill his promise of full 
employment by 1980. 
Blacks suffered severely during Oc­ 
tober, the figures showed. Joblessness 
among blacks increased from 12.7 per 


cent to 13.5 per cent, virtually eliminat­ 
ing improvements during the previous 
month. 
Unemployment also rose slightly 
among women and teen-agers, but 
remained steady for household heads and 
even declined slightly among married 
men. 
Workers forced to accept part-time 
employment for economic reasons also 
increased slightly to 3.5 million—the 
highest level since last January. 
Although manufacturing employment 
fell to 19 million during October, much of 
this was caused by strikes involving 
100,000 persons. Employment dropped 
severely in the auto industry as a result 
of a walkout involving 45,000 persons 
against Ford Motor Co.

Press Secretary Jody Powell said 
Carter would spend all of his time study­ 
ing the transition papers and doesn’t plan 
to meet either with staff or others. 


Carter promised to announce before he 
is inaugurated a timetable of projected 
accomplishments for the early days of 
his administration. He said reporters 
would be filled in on it before inaugura­ 
tion day, Jan. 20. 


Carter and his vice president-elect, 
Walter Mondale, began meeting Thurs­ 
day to plan the transition. 


Mondale. Carter said, will work with 
him on the transition and play a big role 
in the process of choosing cabinet 
members. That will be done slowly and 
carefully, he said. 


“Obviously the appointments he will 
make, both cabinet level and others will 
be one of the most important sets of deci­ 
sions to made during this period,” said 
Powell. 


PLAINS, Ga (UPI) - Jimmy Carter 
says his slim victory margin was typical 
of U.S. elections and is all he needs “to 
be very aggressive about keeping my 
promises to the American people." 
In his first news conference as 
president-elect, Carter also said there is 
“a strong possibility” he may recom­ 
mend a tax cut for lower income wage 
earners if the economy is still sluggish 
when he takes office in January. 
And, speaking now as a prospective 
president, he seemed to hedge his cam­ 
paign position on refusing to commit 
U.S. troops to defend Yugoslavia against 
Soviet invasion, saying he would be 
“unlikely” to do so. 
The former Georgia governor looked 
totally relaxed during a half-hour, fresh 
air news conference conducted on the 
main street of this tiny hamlet, in front 
of the onetime railroad station that 
served as his campaign headquarters. 
About 400 townspeople, many wearing 
warm jackets against the crisp evening 
air, crowded into the roped-off area sur­ 
rounding the raised platform where

The resignation of Judge Floyd C.

Dodson sent letters to all superior 
court judges Thursday, asking to be 
relieved of his presiding judge duties to 
give him an uninterrupted time to tidy up 
his affairs before he leaves the bench on 
Jan I, Dodson was defeated Tuesday by 
deputy county counsel Bruce Dodds in a 
bid for reelection. 
A copy of the letter was not im­ 
mediately available, but the secretary of 
one superior court judge said that 
Dodson wanted the balance erf his tenure 
in judicial office to complete action on 
cases he has under submission. 
Law and court records were being 
researched today to guide the superior 
court judges. Tentatively, at least, some 
sources said Superior Judge John A. 
Westwick a veteran of 15 years on the 
bench and presently assistant presiding 
superior court judge, would assume Dod­ 
son’s duties as presiding officer 
Dodson was out of his office today and 
unavailable for comment. Westwick left 


his office in midmorning and left word 
that persons needing to talk with him 
should contact him at his home. 
One secretary said there was no prece­ 
dent for the resignation of the presiding 
officer. 
Dodson has served as presiding officer 
for about six years, according to one 
court source.

Budget crisis leads to 
food price hike in Israel 


TE L AVIV, Israel (U P I) - 
Word of a drastic rise in prices 
this week left shoppers facing 
empty shelves in supermarkets 
and grocery stores across 
Israel 
“ It happens every time,” said 
Tziona Hanania. who was out of 
luck when she stopped at a 
store in the village of Beit 
Shemesh the day before the 
government cut price supports 
Wednesday by 20 per cent. 
“ I was looking for bread and 
cheese and there was nothing 
there,” she said. “ I ended up 
with spoiled buttermilk.” 
Reports of impending in­ 
creases triggered widespread 
buying of bread, milk, cheese, 
eggs, flour and other foods. 
The price of cooking gas, 
heating oil. gasoline and diesel 
fuel went up 11 per cent. Bus 
and train fares will go up 20 per 
cent by the middle of the 
month 
Electricity and water rates 
will go up by 11 per cent in a 
week as part of the general in­ 
crease, which led economic 
observers to predict further 
price hikes because products 
will cost more to manufacture. 
The cut was the second this 
year, adding up to a 45 per cent 
increase in prices. 
Finance Minister Yehoshua 
Rabinowitz first wanted to sl­ 
ash the subsidies by twice as 
much, but was forced to com­ 
promise 
He said the cuts would mean 
a saving of only $42 million for 
the government, which needs 
$100 million to get through the 
fiscal year. 
The rest will have to be made 
up by cutbacks in the various 
ministries and their services 


and drawing on foreign curren­ 
cy reserves, he said. 
The subsidies are made in an 
effort to keep basic goods 
within the budget of poor and 
middle-income 
Israelis, 
who 
suffer perhaps the toughest tax­ 
ation in the world, more than 50 
per cent of many incomes. 
The money goes to producers 
such as dairies, refineries and 
others to make up for the low 
prices required. 
Major increases are supposed 
to be approved by a committee

Ferguson upheld a complaint 
by television writers, directors 
and other program makers that 
the Federal Communications 
Commission illegally pressured 
the three major networks into 
adopting the policy — limiting 
sex and violence between 7 and 
9 p.m. — through the National 
Association of Broadcasters. 
“ The desirability or undesira­ 
bility of the fam ily viewing 
policy is not the issu e,’’ 
Ferguson said. 
“ The question is who should 
have the right to decide what 
shall and shall not be broad­ 
cast, and how and on what basis 
these decisions are made...” 
“ Censorship by government 
or privately created review 
boards cannot be tolerated.”

Ford finally 
takes Oregon 


PO RTLAND. Ore. (U P I) - 
President Ford is the winner of 
Oregon’s six electorial votes, 
thanks partly to a strong show­ 
ing by independent Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy. 
Although its unofficial vote 
count still was incomplete late 
Thursday, officials narrowed 
the count down to eliminate 
m ath em atically 
C a rte r’s 
chances of winning the closest 
presidential race in Oregon’s 
history. 
Marion County, where the 
state capital is located at the 
county seat of Salem, complet­ 
ed its absentee count Thursday, 
and clinched the race for Ford. 
With less than 500 absentee 
votes remaining to be counted 
in scattered areas of Oregon, 
the latest count showed Ford 
with 490,223 votes. C arter 
487,878, and McCarthy 40,376. 
The former Minnesota sena­ 
tor won the Democratic presi­ 
dential primary in Oregon in 
1968, and his vote this time 
around came mainly in Port­ 
land, Eugene, and Corvallis — 
all college areas where he was 
believed to have picked up a 
strong student vote that experts 
feel would otherwise have gone 
largely to Carter. 
Had McCarthy not been on 
the ballot, experts believe 
Carter would have carried 
Oregon and made it, rather 
than Mississipi, the state to put 
him over the top. 


Wiley and the heads of the 
three networks conceded in 
testimony during the lengthy 
trial that Wiley — reportedly 
under pressure from Congress 
— summoned the television ex­ 
ecutives to Washington for un­ 
usual meetings to express his 
concern. But the network chiefs 
insisted they adopted the rules 
on their own, not because of 
government pressure. 
The judge ruled however that 
FCC “ pressure in this case was 
persistent, pronounced and un­ 
mistakable." 
Ferguson ruled that one of 
the plaintiffs - Norman Lear, 
producer of “ All in the Fam ily” 
and other topical humor series 
— was entitled to damages, to 
be determined later, because 
the popular show was shifted 
out of its audience pulling slot 
at 8 p.m. Saturday nights. 
He turned down Lear’s appeal 
for an immediate $10 million 
judgment and an order restor­ 
ing Archie Bunker to prime 
time Saturday night, on the 
same grounds that he used in 
ruling against the networks — 
that the government has no 
authority to make program­ 
ming decisions.

Earthquake swarm 
hits near Brawley 


BR A W LEY , Calif (U P I) - 
Nearly 100 earthquakes in less 
than 24 hours did not shake up 
the residents of this farming 
community just north of the 
Mexican border. 
They're accustomed to them. 
A swarm, as such chains of 
earthquakes are called, began 
Wednesday night and continued 
into the next day. tapering off 
Thursday afternoon 
The seismological observato­ 
ry at Caltech in Pasadena 
recorded nearly 100 quakes in 
the Im perial Valley registering 
from 2 on the Richter scale up 
to a m oderate 4.9, strong 
enough to sway buildings. 
Aside from triggering some

University of California is ask- 1 
mg the Supreme Court to help it f 
retain, at least temporarily, an 
admissions policy favoring | 
racial or ethnic minorities.

Court struck down the policy in I 
October in a suit brought by 
Allan Bakke, who was denied 
admission to the University’s 
Medical School at Davis, Tlie 
university conceded it could not 
prove he would not have been 
admitted in the absence of the 
special minorities program. 
Bakke was ordered admitted 
in a ruling that applies to all ad­ 
missions after C t. 28 and other 
applicants who sued before Oct. 
16 
The University sought a stay 
from U S 
Supreme Court 
Justice William H. Rehnquist 
so the program could remain m- 
tact until the high court 
reviewed the judgment. 
It was suggested to Rehnquist 
that the federal tribunal was 
likely to accept review of the 
decision because the issue was 
left undecided in a 1973 case on 
“reverse discrimination" from 
Washington state. 
The state court decision, the 
university said, threatens “to 
bring about the admission of 
virtually all-white entering 
classes to the graduate and 
professional schools" on the 
nine campuses.

selected by the Seattle Mariners today to 
open baseball’s first expansion draft 
since 1969. 
The 21-year-old Jones played most of 
last season with the Royals’ Omaha farm 
club, but in 28 games at the end of the 
| 
major league season he batted .216 with 
i 
the American League western division 
champions. 
His selection was not a great surprise 
I 
inasmuch as M ariners’ director of 
player-personnel Lou Gorman was 
formerly with the Kansas City organiza­ 
tion and is most fam iliar with the 
Royals’ minor league players. 
The Toronto Blue Jays, the other ex­ 
pansion franchise, made shortstop Bob 
Bailor of the Baltimore Orioles. Bailor, 
25, played most of last season with the 
Orioles’ Triple-A farm club and batted 
.333 in nine games with Baltimore. 
The first round selections of Jones and 
Bailor indicated both expansion clubs’ 
desire to go with youth rather than older, 
more established major league players. 
Jones, fleet-footed centerfielder, hit 
262 with 19 homers and 72 rbis with 
Omaha, while Bailor, who was left 
unprotected by the Orioles because of 
the presence of two other minor league 
all-star infielders in their system — Rich 
Dauer and Kiko Garcia — hit .311 for 
Rochester last season 


After the first round selections, of­ 
ficials from both clubs left the draft 
room and reconvened in private suites to 
make the rest of their picks by telephone 
to their desks in the expansion room 
headquarters. 


D uring the delay, K ansas City 
manager Whitey Herzog explained why 
tt^e Royals had left Jones unprotected. 


“Jones has the potential to be an ex­ 
cellent ball player,” said Herzog. “He’s 
a good power hitter and he has speed 
But in all likelihood we would have had 
to send him back to Omaha next season 
and for that reason we just couldn’t 
protect him.” 


Reggie looking 
for a good fit 


CARLSBAD, Calif. (UPI) - It’s not 
the money but the “fit” of the club and 
the city which will guide Reggie Jackson 
in making his decision on his next 
baseball home.

Doc blasts coaches 
Kids told to play hurt 


SEATTLE (UPI) — Injured high school athletes in the 
Seattle area are being goaded into playing by their coaches 
and teammates, the physician for the Seattle Supersonics of 
the National Basketball Association said Thursday 
Dr Martin Kushner, who also serves as team doctor for 
the Seattle Sounders of the North American Soccer League, 
cited what he said was one incident among many. 
He said the coach involved in the incident should have been 
fired and was critical of high school sports being 
beyond 
criticism.” 
. . 
Dr Kushner said a high school football player suffenng 
from a serious leg injury sustained several weeks ago was 
pressured and ridiculed by his team’s assistant coach and 
was on the verge of playing. 
The incident was brought to a halt only after the athlete s 
mother asked Dr Kushner to intervene 
“ Not only did the assistant coach himself pressure the kid, 
he had the player’s teammates get into it,” said Dr. 
Kushner. “He was given such a ration of pressure that the 
kid was ready to throw his crutches down and play anyway 
It got so bad that his mother had to keep him home from 
school until we could get it squared away ” 
Kushner said such a thing would never happen in the pros 
“You talk to a professional coach and you find he is 


smarter than that. He realizes that a guy may be lost for one 
or two games but that that is preferable to playing the next 
game and being out for the next three or four months. 
“ What made me so furious about this is that it happens too 
often with high school athletes. My own experiences con­ 
vince me that there are more than one or two coaches in­ 
volved, although there are exceptions ” 
Kushner said that in the case he cited — and he said to pre­ 
vent recrimination against the athlete he would not reveal 
identities — he called the principal. He said the coach has 
since apologized. 
“ But just where did he get off thinking he could examine a 
kid’s knee and say it was okay to play on?” 
“ In my opinion, I think the coach involved should have 
been fired One of these days someone is really going to get 
hurt and maybe then people will realize they are fooling 
around with a kid’s future. 
“I'd love to see one of these guys get sued. Maybe that 
would begin to put a stop to it The trouble is, high school 
coaches and high school sports seem to be beyond criticism 
“ But it's at the high school level where this kind of thing 
goes on You just don t see it in the pros and it’s fairly rare at 
the college level That’s even true when a team is in a tight 
playoff situation

Less than five minutes after the final 
gun in Righetti’s upset win over Cabrillo 
last Friday night, the Warriors were 
planning their next big upset. 
Standing around waiting for their bus, 
the Warriors broke into a chant that built 
into a deafening roar. 
“ LOM POC’S NEXT! 
LOM-POC’S 
NEXT!...” 
You can’t blame the Warriors for be­ 
ing enthusiastic. Going into the Cabrillo 
game, they were easily the league’s 
number one pushover, on paper. But the 
week of the Cabrillo game, injuries and 
illness that had plagued them suddenly 
disappeared, leaving a healthy team. 
And when they beat the Conqs with a 
TD at the final gun, they couldn’t help 
but feel they were ready to take on the 
best the league has to offer. Enter Lom­ 
poc. 
The Warriors (1-2) and Braves (3-0) 
meet tonight at Huyck Stadium in the 
second-to-last league game. 
In a year of inconsistent and erratic 
perform ances by N orthern League 
teams, the Braves stand out. TTiey have 
not always been spectacular, but they 
have played generally efficient football. 
And they have won. Six in a row. 
“This is Championship Week for us. 
and that’s the way we re playing it,” said 
Lompoc coach Mike Warren, with deter­ 
mination. "We are not thinking about 
anything else (Lompoc plays Cabrillo 
next week). If we beat Righetti we can’t 
be denied a part of the championship.”

Watson suspended 


Hockey crackdown 


MONTREAL (UPI) — Detroit Red Wings’ defenseman Bryan 
Watson is the first player to be suspended under the NHL’s new 
"aggressor rule” and league President Clarence Campbell has 
made sure he won’t forget it. 
In one of the stiffest penalties ever imposed in his 30 years as 
NHL president, Campbell Thursday suspended Watson for 10 
games for a fight with the Chicago Black Hawks Keith Magnuson 
in a game Oct. 30. 
The 29-year-old, seven-year veteran defenseman with the Hawks 
suffered a broken jaw in the fight. Watson and two other Red 
Wings were ejected from the game at Olympia Stadium won by 
Chicago. 4-1. 
In suspending Watson without pay until after Nov. 21, Campbell 
said, “Players have no right to take the law into their own hands to 
effect retribution ... such a philosophy would simply destroy ef­ 
forts to produce orderly discipline.” 
The suspension was the first under the new NHL rule, which 
states a player involved in a fight can be given a major and game 
misconduct penalty for being the aggressor and is plainly doing so 
for the purpose of intimidation or punishment.” 
In Detroit. Red Wings General Manager Alex Delvecchio called 
the suspension "grossly excessive under the circumstances, but I 
will have to wait for formal documentation before making any 
further comments.” 
In addition to the 10-game suspension, the 31-year old Watson 
must pay the automatic $100 fine for the misconduct penalty.

Cook two hours then check to see if 
leaves are dry and if not cook another hour without opening 
the door and then turn off the heat. The heat from the element 
will then finish the cooking. Place in clean jars and seal Do 
not leave out at room temperature too long as the leaves 
quickly pick up any moisture in the air. 
1 always crumble the leaves a bit for easier storing and trim 
as much bulk as possible from both parsley and celery before

T w enty-one 
hours later, 17 people were 
dead - 11 Israelis, five ter­ 
rorists and one West Ger­ 
man. 
Starring in the recreation 
- which relied entirely on 
eyewitness reports -- are 
William Holden as Munich* 
Chief of Police Manfred 
Schreiber, Shirley Knight 
as Annaliese Graes, a mem­ 
ber of the Women’s Olympic

Painstaking research was

“Like the audience at that 
time, Selzmck had a very 
romantic view of Holly­ 
wood, a real love of it." 
That’s how film director 
George Cukor once d e­ 
scribed producer David O. 
Selznick, the man most 
responsible for the film 
adaptation of Margaret 
Mitchell’s best-selling 
novel, “Gone With The 
Wind,” which will be color­ 
cast in two parts - as a Big 
Event Sunday, Nov. 7 (8-11 
p.m., EST) and Monday, 
Nov 8 (8-10 p.m., EST; 9-11 
p.m 
PT) - on the NBC 
Television Network. 
The son of movie pioneer 
Lewis J. Selznick and the 
son-in-iaw of MGM head 
Louis B. Mayer, the younger 
Selznick was very much 
aware of his family ties and 
eager to establish a reputa­ 
tion on his own. 
Before his 30th birthday, 
he was at the helm of RKO 
Studios, responsible for 
such films as “ Little 
Women.” “King Kong,” “Of 
Human Bondage’ 
and 
“What Price Hollywood.” 
He then moved to MGM 
where he produced “Dinner 
at Eight," “Viva Villa," 
“Anna Karenina,” "David 
Copperfield” and “A Tale of 
Two Cities.” 
But the desire to be on his 
own prompted Selznick to 
form his own company, 
Selznick International Pic­ 
tures. taking over the 
former Thomas Ince studio 
in 1935. 
Soon developing a reputa-

pictures, Selznick suffered 
economically until he was 


convinced to produce “Gone 
With The Wind ” 
When filming was com­

“At noon 1 think it’s divine; 
at midnight 1 think it’s 
lousy. Sometimes 1 think it’s 
the greatest picture ever 
made. But if it s only a great 
picture. I’ll be satisfied ." 


When an arthritic condi­ 
tion precipitated an early 
retirement from an active 
career as a feature jour­ 
nalist for the Atlanta Jour­ 
nal Sunday magazine, a 
young Atlanta woman was 
persuaded by her husband 
to write a novel. 
The time was 1926 Nine 
years later. Margaret 
Mit chell s v o l um i no u s 
manuscript was presented 
to a representative of 
McMillan publishers, who 
promptly responded to the 
new writer's anxiety with a 
reassuring check for 85,000.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
The Capitol-Korea connection

WASHINGTON — The South Korean 
effort to seduce members of Congress 
has been two-tiered. Rev. Sun Myung 
Moon, the Korean holy man, took the 
high, ecclesiastical road, and Tongsun 
Park, a Korean entrepreneur, followed 
the low, wayward road. 
Both men have been

According 
to the Post, a tape 
recording apparently 
exists of a discussion 
b etw een 
South 
Korea’s President 
Park Chung Hee, 
Moon aide Park Bo Hi 
and the shadowy 
Tongsun Park. 
At the meeting, the 
three men worked out 
“a plan to influence 
U.S. congressmen,” 
Post reported. 
The South Korean government has 
denied any connection between Presi­ 
dent Park and entrepreneur Park. 
Moon’s man has denied the meeting ever 
took place and has challenged his ac­ 
cusers to produce the alleged recording. 
There have also been over-the-shoulder 
denials from Tongsun Park at airports 
from Tokyo to Paris. 
Both the ecclesiastic and the 
entrepreneur, nevertheless, suddenly 
became active on Capitol Hill in the ear­ 
ly 1970s. By the beginning of this year, 
we were able to count 19 Moon mis­ 
sionaries operating on Capitol Hill. We 
reported on Jan. 12, 1976: “They stroll 
the hallways daily, buttonholing senators 
and congressmen, offering free trips and 
other inducements.’’ 
Moon himself made two evangelical 
appearances on Capitol Hill before our 
calls made it impossible for him to find a 
sponsor who would arrange a room for 
him. At no time did we question his right 
to deliver a religious message; we were 
troubled only by the political overtones. 
Congressmen reported to us, for exam­ 
ple. that Moon missionaries had offered 
them free trips to Korea. 
Those who heard Moon preach on 
Capitol Hill say he delivered a strong 
anti-Communist message, laced with 
Christian philosophy They recall that he 
linked the United States, Israel and 
South Korea as the three great bulwarks 
against communism. He also defended 
Richard Nixon during the Watergate 
crisis. 


He spoke in Korean, with Park Bo Hi 
delivering the translations. Koreans told 
us that Moon’s remarks were often 
rambling and ambiguous, but the 
translations invariably were precise and 
pointed. Our sources have the impres­ 
sion that Parti, indeed, is the Rasputin 
behind the benevolent, smiling Moon. 
Each of the evangelist’s appearances 
on Capitol Hill was attended by about 100 
people. Perhaps 15 to 20 were members 
of Congress, the remainder aides and 
secretaries. Rep. Bill Chappel Jr.t> 
Fla., introduced Moon at the first 
rally; Rep. Richard Ichord, D-Mo., 
made the second introduction. 
The Moon movement’s biggest catch in 
Congress was House Speaker Carl 
Albert. We reported on Dec. 9,1975, that 
Susan Bergman, a young, hazel-eyed dis­ 
ciple of the Korean religious-political 
cultist, had developed a curious 
relationship with the powerful speaker. 
In the mornings, she would greet him 
in the hallway and present him with 
flowers. Then she would brew Ginseng 
tea for him in the small kitchen down the 
hall from his office. She would serve it 
to him in the speaker’s ornate chambers, 
where she stayed for an hour or two each 
morning. 
When the speaker left to preside over 
the House, sweet Susan would often ap­ 
pear in the House gallery in the special 
section reserved for congressmen’s 
families. She would watch the speaker 
in action hour upon hour. 
Albert described the Moon missionary 
to us as “just a nice girl, a very nice girl, 
a Jewish girl from New York. She got all 
hepped up on the Lord Jesus and she just 
wants to share it, I think that’s a nice 
thing. She’s trying to convert me.” As 
he talked, we noticed a black-covered, 
gold-trimmed copy of Moon’s catechism, 
“Divine Principle,” on the speaker s 
shelf. 
While the Rev. Moon quoted the Bible 
to religious congressmen, Tongsun Park 
allegedly passed out cash and gifts to the 
irreligious. 
The Washington Post, 
quoting federal investigators, has 
charged that he distributed between 
$500,000 and $1 million each year to con­ 
gressmen and other Washington of­ 
ficials 
We first got wind of Park’s activities 
in early 1974 when we caught him on a 
strange trip with Rep. Richard Hanna, 
D -Calif. We told the story on April 1, 
1974 
A classified cable from the U.S. em­ 
bassy in Sana, Yemen, reported that the 
congressman “was joined here by a Mr. 
Park, a former South Korean national 
engaged in shipping, elaboration of 
foreign investment opportunities and ap- 


parently political lobbying in 
Washington.” 
The curious pair also visited Saudi 
Arabia and Egypt. Indeed, an obliging 
state Dept, arranged accommodations 
for the Korean operator. 
In a classified cable to the various em­ 
bassies, the department asked “each 
post except Cairo” to ensconce Park in a 
“single room located next to or near 
room reserved for” the congressman. In 
Cairo, telegrammed State, “Mr. Park 
requests a suite on the river side of the 
Hilton.” 
We asked Park why he happened to be 
touring the Middle East with a congres­ 
sman. 
They traveled together, said 
Park, because Hanna “ is like my 
brother.” 
We also learned that Park was enter­ 
taining members of Congress in the 
posh, exclusive Georgetown Club, which 
he established in Washington. 
Despite these reports in 1974, the State 
Dept, didn’t get around to investigating 
Tongsun P a r k ’s activities until 
November 1975. 


As one thinks back on the campaign, 
one wonders how was it possible that so 
much time was spent, and effort given 
over to, the ventilation of national 
problems without any mention that one 
can recall of: crime. 
One has the feeling 
t h a t 
th e r e 
is 
something akin to 
national despair over 
the problem of crime. 
George Wallace, who 
became famous by 
asking for law and 
order, was criminally 
assaulted, and crip­ 
pled. 
When he rose 
shakily again to renew 
his 
bid 
fo r 
th e 
Presidency, his voice 
faltered: and he lost 
out to a man who 
raises his voice at 
such horrors as the 
pardon of Richard 
Nixon, 
and 
tax 
loopholes. 
Jimmy Carter’s only reso­ 
nant sally against crime in America was 
at a speech long ago in which he said that 
rich and powerful men don’t go to jail, 
but poor black boys do. Well, here’s a 
poor black boy who didn’t. 
Mr. Donald Singleton of the New York 
Daily News gives the story. It is of two 
young men caught beating and robbing 
an 82-year-old woman in the Bronx. One 


of the boys was let out right away. The 
second, Ronald Timmons, had little dif­ 
ficulty raising the bail. It was set at $500 
by the judge, one Jerome Kidder. The 
District Attorney had asked Judge Kid­ 
der to set bail at $25,000, but Judge Kid­ 
der, perhaps moved by Jimmy Carter s 
speech, didn’t. An appeal before another 
judge, Murray Koenig, didn’t work 
either, so off Timmons went. 
Now Timmons was convicted in 1972, 
when he was 16 years old, of murdering a 
92-year-old man. 
Timmons and his 
brother broke into the man’s apartment, 
apparently tied his arms and legs and 
gagged him with a towel and locked him 
in the bathroom. 
“ When the man 
managed to remove the gag and yell for 
help,” Mr. Singleton writes, “the boys 
replaced the gag, breaking the old man s 
rib in the process. The man died several 
days later.” 
Timmons is a rare one. Or — perhaps 
this is the point — not quite so rare. He 
has a record of 16 other juvenile arrests, 
dating back to the age of eight. He has 
escaped from a state training school to 
which he was sent for a variety of violent 
crimes against older people, and from 
which he evidently emerged impenit­ 
ent. Is this what Jimmy Carter is talking 
about?

A few months ago, a former 
Democratic leader, Mr. Edward 
Costikyan, who managed Mr. Beame’s 
first campaign for Mayor of New York, 
went to the rescue of his son who was 
mugged by a young white man on the 
east side of New York. The assailant had 
a record of four or five violent crimes, 


and apparently makes a game of going in 
and out of New York courts. 
A few weeks ago, in another borough of 
New York, an elderly couple, one in her 
70’s, the other in his 80’s, were assailed 
in their apartment where they had lived 
for 40 years and tortured. It was the se­ 
cond time in a short period, and when the 
assailant left, the couple apparently had 
a serious philosophical conversation. 
They decided that life was not really 
worth living. So they drew out their sav­ 
ings and dispatched them to a favorite 
charity — something on the order of 
$23,000. They then explained why they 
were doing as they were doing, and 
hanged themselves. 
On the same day that Timmons made 
Judge Kidder jump through his hoop, 
John Ehrlichman committed himself to 
jail. Ehrlichman was, so to speak, rich. 
Certainly he was powerful. 
He never 
committed a violent crime. Is this what 
Jimmy Carter proposes, when he 
protests the operation of criminal justice 
in America? 
Where are we going when a suicide 
pact by octogenarians, to avoid living in 
the Big Apple — a story which if written 
by Paddy Chayefsky would have been 
thought something of a Black Mass — 
arouses not sufficient interest to engage 
the attention of any public figure7 
Ronald Timmons is free because Judge 
Kidder — what? Acted as he had to un­ 
der the law? If so, was that law handed 
to us bv a leering providence, to mock 
the Bill of Rights? But Jimmy Carter 
and all the judges, high and low, who 
countenance this, are mocking the very 
idea of a free society.

Dear Editor: 
I was pleased to read about the new 
alcohol education program for first of­ 
fender drunk drivers in the Lompoc 
area. I concur with Deputy District At­ 
torney Tom Haney’s opinion that many 
first offenders are problem drinkers and 
alcohol education could help reduce the 
incidence of repeat offenses. In this light 
I would like to clarify the position of the 
SMART Program in relation to the 
proposed alcohol education program. 
The SMART Program was created in 
1974 by Santa Maria Span, I«c., a private 
nonprofit organization dedicated to the 
rehabilitation of the alcohol abuser. The 
program creation was a direct result of 
community officials requesting a 
preconviction program to help 
rehabilitate the multiple drunk driving 
offender, in lieu of the normal recourse 
of monetary fine, incarceration and 
revocation of driving priviledges. 
In 
January 1976 the program was expanded 
to include first time offenders. 
SMART has always made it a require­ 
ment for all persons, as part of the 1 year 
program, to attend an alcohol education 
program similiar to the new program 
proposed for Lompoc 
The only 
program, until now, that has been 
available in North Santa Barbara County 
is at Allan Hancock College, in Santa 
Maria. This program is 4 weeks long and 
was created for the convicted drunk 
driver 
It now provides alcohol educa­ 
tion for both the convicted drunk driver 
and members of the SMART Program. 
Until now Lompoc residents on the 
SMART Program had to drive to Santa 
Maria to attend the 4 week education 
program at Allan Hancock College. 
It should be noted that persons having 
serious problems with alcohol have not 
developed these problems overnight. 
These problems developed with years of 
alcohol use 
It would be ill-advised to 
consider that these problems can be 
eliminated in a short term. The SMART 
Program is actually two programs in 
one. A long term intensive involvement 
for individuals who have a serious drink­ 
ing problem and, a program focusing 
primarily on education about alcohol for 
those individuals evaluated as not having 
a serious drinking problem.
